He threatened to kill me be- 


fore sundown today and as he passed 
the office where I was several Itmes, 
apparently looking for me, I took no 
more chances."

A LIFE SENTENCE 


James Ferrel, the brutal and mur- 


derous Derby robber was sentenced by 
Judge Curler yesterday to serv* the 
remainder of his natural life In the 
Nevada penitentiary. 
He had plead- 


ed guilty to the crime, hoping to be 
shown leniency, but his crime was of 
such a brutal nature that Justice de- 
manded that he pay the full penalty 
for the robbery and attempted murder. 
All who know of the crime believe that 
the judge acted wisely in sentencing 
Ferrel. and if a few more thugs were 
captured an dtreated in the same man- 
ner Washoe county would probably 
have fewer criminals to prosecute. 


Immediately after the sentence was 


Imposed Ferrel was taken In charge by 
Sheriff Ferrell and taken to Carson, 
where he was Incarcerated In the peni- 
tentiary. 
He is a desperate man and

1 borders while attempting to murder 
Marks, however, and had to run for 


I safety. 
He was followed by an angry 


I mob, which caught him In the foot- 
hills and would have lynched him had 
Deputy Sheriff McCoy not come to his 
rescue. 
The crime was one of the most bru- 


tal ever recorded in the history of this 
county and death would not have been 
too great a punishment for the mur- 
derous robber. He will now spend the 
remainder of his life in prison and 
will have plenty of time to think of the 
terrible deed.. 
In the court yesterday Petrel said 


that he had been drinking heavily and 
that he was crazy when he beat and 
robbed Marks.

The consequences of the wreck are 


only slight, and no one was injured as 
a result • of It. 
An empty coal car 


on the freight was knocked off the 
track, and considerably damaged by 
the blow. 
The passenger train shows 


but a few signs of the experience that 
it has passed through. 


The pilot and cylinder head* ef ,the 


engine were damaged badly. When the 
employes of the company learned that 
an accident had occurred, they rushed 
from the shops and were soon at work 
clearing tho track. 
After working 


for over half an hour, the track was 
cleared for action, and during all the 
time no traffic passed over the road.
